A memorial stone in memory of Brigadier A. Hamilton Gault, D.S.O., will be unveiled today 
during a special ceremony to mark the donation to McGill University of the magnificent Gault 
Estate at Mont St. Hilaire. 



Mrs. A Hamilton Gault, widow 
of Brig. Gault, will unveil the 
stone which has been erected 
near the shore of Lac Hertcl on 
the property, 20 miles south of 
Montreal. 

Members of the Board of 
Governors and Senate and invit- 
ed guests will assemble at Mont 
St. Hilaire at 12:30 pm for the 
unveiling which will be followed 
by a luncheon. 

Brig. Gault, who died in 1958, 
left the property, his "most 
cherished possession", to the 
University, "with the hope that 
its beauties and amenities may 
be preserved for all time to 
come, not only in the immediate 
interests of the University itself, 



but, through its corridors of 
learning as a great heritage for 
the benefit and enjoyment of the 
youth of Canada." 

His legacy has permitted 
members of Uie University to 
conduct a substantial number of 
scientific projects, chiefly in 
Botany, Zoology, Geology, and 
Geophysics. In 1963 a laboratory 
and two dormitory buildings 
were opened for scientific per- 
sonnel. 

Following the luncheon on 
Tuesday, guests will be shown a 
display of geomagnetic studies 
as well as items in the Geology, 
Botany, Zoology, and Micro- 
meteorology departments of Mont 
St. Hilaire. 



Brigadier Gault owned the es- 
tate for over forty-five years.

The Bergsma Case 

The concept of an identity of Christian 
Church and Christian State, originating from 
the moment of Constantine's conversion, has 
been slow in dying; it is a concept that has 
resulted in endless bloodshed, as in the 
England of the Civil War, or mindless 
totalitarianism, as in present-day Spain and 
Portugal. One of its offshoots came drama- 
tically to light in the House on September 
24 when the Member for Hamilton South, 
Mr. William Howe, disclosed that a Dutch 
couple, Mr. and Mrs. Bergsma, living in 
Canada for many years, had been denied 
citizenship because they had professed lo 
be atheists. 

It is entirely to the credit of Mr. Favreau 
that, in response to the question, he positive- 



ly suggested that the luckless couple institute 
court proceedings; nevertheless, it is surely 
an extraordinary situation in which someone 
has to drag his private beliefs into the public 
law courts in order to satisfy a requirement 
which is archaic, insulting and indefensible. 

The case gives rise to some engaging 
considerations: what God is one expected 
lo believe in? We take it that since the Bible 
is used for the oath, the Christian God is 
the one deemed relevant in citizenship 
cases. But by what arcane process of reason- 
ing is a belief in, say, the Trinity, acceptable 
and a belief in Allah not? Alternatively, if 
other Gods are permitted by M. Tremblay, 
how does the illumination that purportedly 
came to Sakyamuni under a certain bodhi 
tree guarantee the social morality of a new 
arrival to Don Mills, Toronto? Or îs a belief

in Vishnu, .sitting in his paradise of Vaikun- 
iha, a lolus of gold springing from his navel, 
any real defence against the possibility of 
someone, luggage safely deposited in the 
C.P.R. sheds, joining the dubious ranks of 
Ihe A.L.Q.? For that matter, why has Mont- 
real, that eminently believing city, been 
singled out by the fiery Claude Wagner 
as an example of how respectability at 
home can be coupled with roguery, chicane- 
ry and vice beneath the surface? 

The answer, of course, is clear: any 
altempt to find a causal connection between 
morality and religion founders on the rocks 
of empirical observation. States are secular 
entities; churches are voluntary associations 
within them. It is towards this goal that M. 
Gerin-Lajoie is patiently striving in the New 
Quebec; it is a pity that Federal legislation 
cannot keep up with him. 

The other side of the coin is, as was 
suggested by the Leader of the Opposition, 
that not only should freedom of religion be 
protected, but also freedom from religion. 
Unfortunately, the bill of rights does not 
apply to those who are not yet citizens. 

In the meantime, Mr. and Mrs. Bergsma 
have done us a great favour by bringing 
our attention to the fact that, as matters 
stand, Canadian citizenship would have to 
have been denied to Albert Einstein, Sean 
O. Casey, Sigmund Freud and Bertrand 
Russell.

North Americans have long been accustomed to flying 
now and paying later, buying used car* now and paying later, 
eating now and paying later, watching television now and 
paying later and dying now and paying later. 

Some of them have even elected to learn new and pay 
later. The instalment plan has become an important weapon 
in the great postwar assault on the mighty wells of the 
Kingdom of higher Education. 



Dut instalment plans have a 
nasty habit of forming unholy 
alliances with geometric pro- 
gressions and you can be sure 
that they will get you in the 
end. Although charging Inte- 
rest for the use of capital is 
quite cricket in a free enter- 
prise society, governments Hint 
recognize the value to the state 
of a boom in the education 
market may try to make it a 
more popular commodity. 

Few Strings 

This is the purpose of the 
Canada Students Loans Act, 
which offers students a cut- 
rate instalment plan with no 
strings attached — almost. In- 
troduced by Prime Minister 
Pearson in March and hurried 
through Parliament in time for 
the opening of classes this 
month, the act provides for up 
to $40,000,000 in government- 
guaranteed loans. 

The plan is hardly original. 
In the United States, more than 
300,000 college students — about 
one out of 10 — arc financing 
their education through federal 
loans (U.S. Congress/58). In 
Canada, nine provinces — all 
except Newfoundland — had 
their own student loan plans 
before the federal government 
entered the field. 

Canada's federal plan bears 
a striking resemblance to its 
American cousin. Both stress 
financial need; both offer un- 
dergraduates a maximum of 
$1,000 in one year and $5,000 
overall; and both provide loans 
that are interest-free until 
completion of studies. 



There arc, however, some 
notable differences; in the fine 
print. Under the U.S. plan, the 
interest rate when repayment 
begins is 3 per- cent; under the 
Canadian plan it has been set 
at SX, per sent. U.S. students 
need not begin repaying the 
loan or paying interest until 
one year after they leave 
school; for Canadians, the 
bonus period is to be only six 
months.

Congress is considering rai- 
sing the amount undergra- 
duates may borrow to $1,500 a 
year and $7,500 overall. The 
U.S. federal program, unlike 
Canada's, makes special pro- 
vision for graduate students : 
they may borrow $1,500 a year 
and this may be raised to 
$2,500 a year. 

In Canada, at least two of 
the provincial plans have lower 
interest rates than the federal 
one. The interest rate on Al- 
berta's Queen Elizabeth fund 
loans is 314 per cent. In On- 
tario, where students can bor- 
row up to $500 a year and pay 
no interest for a full year after 
completing their studies, the 
intercut rate is 4 per cent. 



Regardless of the new plan's 
merits, its introduction was 
probably the government's way 
of sticking its big toe in before 
leaping into the dangerous wa- 
ters of federal aid to education. 
Although this approach now 
appears to have worked, it 
seemed likely In the spring 
both to provoke a clash between 
Mr. Pearson and Quebec Pre- 
mier Lesage and to demolish 
the Canadian Union of Stu- 
dents. 

When the plan was unveiled, 
French-Canadian students an- 
nounced that they considered 
it unconstitutional because edu- 
cation, under the British North 
America Act, is a provincial 
responsibility. The students 
staged a demonstration to back 
demands by Mr. Lesage. . 

Old Way Out 

Mr. Pearson, however, had 
his own way out. It turned out 
to be the same way out he has 
used in other touchy constitu- 
tional matters: let reluctant 
provinces opt out. 

Predictably, Mr. Lesage con- 
tracted out; predictably, five 
student unions in Quebec is- 
sued a statement supporting his 
stand but calling on the pro- 
vincial government to use the 
money it will receive in lieu of 
participation for educational 
purposes. 

At York, the loan was al- 
ready a dead Issue before the 
28th CUS Congress opened be- 
cause of the agreement between 
Ottaw and Quebec. But, the 
bitterness and disenchantment 
generated by the dispute were 
at least one of the indirect 
causes of the crumbling of 
Canada's binational students' 
union. 

Net Result 

The net result is that the 
federal government is in the 
education business, probably to 
stay, and is bound to find it- 
self under pressure to get in 
deeper. The students are still 
waiting for Mr. Pearson's 10,000 



scholarships of $1,000 each. 
And the universities them- 
selves arc demanding associate 
aid to meet the cost of in- 
creased enrolment that aid to 
students is bound lo produce. 

Henry Hicks, president of 
Dalhousie University and for- 
mer premier of Nova Scotia, 
charged the loan plan reflects 
the political popularity of help- 
ing students and not the uni- 
versities themselves. Many uni- 
versities seem reluctant lo re- 
lieve the congestion by raising 
entrance requirements.

The frustration of university 
officials faced with skyrocket- 
ing enrolments and limited fa- 
cilities is understandable but 
cannot obscure the improve- 
ment that is bound to result 
from making the selection of 
Canada's educated elite less 
dependent on economic factors.

Redmen offence improved

With the graduation of Tom Skypeck in May 1963, McGill lost one of the greatest 
quarterbacks ever to play in the Senior Intercollegiate Football Conference. Twice winner of 
the Omega Trophy as the league's most valuaable player, Tom had led the Redmen to two 
championships in three seasons, ending a twenty-two year Yates Trophy drought. 
Along with Skypeck no less Alouette training camp and had receivers. Providing the Inside 



than fifteen other regulars left 
the McGill scene including sco- 
ring champion Eric Walter, full- 
back Ian Montcith and wingback 
George Tclesh, leaving head 
coach Dill Bcwlcy precious little 
with which to form another 
championship aggregation. In- 
deed, even with the return of 
the scintillating Willie Lambert 
and all-stars Dick Fcidlcr and Al 
MacKcnzic, plus several highly- 
touted additions, the Ttcdmcn 
only managed to limp home with 
a dismal 2-4 record, both wins 
being against the last-placed 
Toronto Varsity Blues. 

Line Failure 

The failure of the line to come 
up with the key blocks, added 
to an inexperienced defensive 
team were factors in last sea- 
son's poor showing. However, 
perhaps the most important fac- 
tor was that the Redmen failed 
to come up with a replacement 
for the phenomenal Skypeck. 
True they had recruited Glen 
St. John from Carleton via the 



veteran Gary Cullen, but as time 
showed neither solved the pro- 
blem adequately. St. John missed 
the greater portion of the sche- 
dule with a shoulder injury but 
had looked jittery in the games 
he had played. 

This year a new St. John has 
turned up at camp in fine shape 
and has exhibited a more ma- 
ture attitude in the two pre- 
season victories to date. In these 
encounters, St. John's pin-point 
passing has been the highlight. 
As well, he has moved the team 
with authority, something sorely 
lacking last season. 

Of course, several fine addi- 
tions to the Itcdmcn offensive 
lineup have greatly enhanced 
their offensive strength. Half- 
backs George Poirier, most va- 
luable player at Loyola last year 
and a product of the Ottawa 
Rough Rider training camp, and 
Eric Walter, back after sitting 
out last season give the Redmen 
an explosive wide running threat 
as well as two very capable pass 



running is sophomore fullback 
Peter Howlett, a former MVP at 
Loyola, who has looked much 
more impressive this season. 

Nobody will move the offen- 
sive line out of the way this year 
with the likes of Jim Burke, 
Mike Bunting, Brian Marshall, 
Irv Narvey, Dick Feidler, Don 
Taylor and Jim Dickie in action. 
Bunting is a 245-pound centre 
from Don Mills, Ontario; Burke, 
a 235-pound guard who last year 
captained the St. Francis Xavier 
X-mcn and has twice been named 
lineman of the year, in the Ma- 
ritime Conference; Marshall, a 
Ihrce-ycar veteran guard who 
makes up for his lack of size by 
his great desire; Narvey, a 220- 
pound tackle in his second sea- 
son with the Big Red team; 
Fcidlcr, perennial all-star tackle 
and the best lineman in the 
OQAA; and Taylor and Dickie, 
both 105-pound ends. Taylor is 
a three time all-star while Dickie 
comes to the Redmen from Mae- 
donald College.
